When you can af- 
ford to give up one trick in the 
suit, however, it is often possible 
to take out some insurance against 
a bad break or a bad guess. 


For example, consider the club 


suit in the hand shown today. If 
you need all five clubs, your best 
chance is to take two finesses 
through East in the hope that he 
lias both the queen and the jack. 


If you need only four flubs, how- 


ever, your percentage play is to 
lay down the ace first and then 
enter dummy to lead the nine 
through East. The intention is to 
let the nine ride if East follows 
suit with a low club. 


When Larry Hirsch, well-known 


New York expert, played this 
hand, he saw1 the percentage play 
in clubs but this did not blind him 
to another percentage play in a 
different suit! 


West 
opened 
the 
queen of 


spades, and Hirscli won with the 
king. He saw that he might make 
his contract with two spades, two 
hearts, one diamond, and four 
clubs. He therefore began the 
clubs correctly by laying down 
the ace. 


Many a player would not enter 


dummy with a heart to the king in 
order to return the nine of clubs. 
East would show out, and South 
would have to put up the king of 
clubs hastily in order to go after 
the diamonds. But now South 
would be at the mercy of his 
guess in diamonds. 


Hirsch eliminated this guess- 


work by making the percentage 
play in diamonds. After winning 
the second 'trick with the nee of 
clubs, he entered dummy by lead- 
ing a diamond to the nee. 


Tills careful play was rewarded 


when East dropped the jack of 
diamonds. This made it clenr that 
four diamond tricks could be won 
if the suit were continued. Hence 
Hirsch continued the diamonds 
and made his contract with an

For Peace, He Tells Teen-Agers

WASHINGTON — A couple of 


days-ago a well-known American 
stood on the steps of the White 
House and told a 'teen-age group: 
"I rather think we are going to 
have a peaceful world over the 
next century." 


The remark came from Presi- 


dent Truman who described him- 
self to his young visitors as "an 
optimist." 


It was an offhand remark. It 


wasn't framed by a ghost-writer. 
It wasn't uttered in any relation 
.o politics or legislation or to in- 


fluence any issue. It appeared to 
be merely a casual statement. 


Gives Reassurance 


It may be the president sensed 


that the youngsters — all high 
school seniors—were worried about 
their future at a time when there 
13 ominous talk of a war much 
greater than the Korean war. It 
may be he was thinking of this and 
wanted to give them some reas- 
surance. 


But whatever the reason, the 


little tableau on the White House 
steps was important because it 
possibly 
revealed 
the 
inner 


thoughts of a man who is in a 


better position than any other 
American to know whether a gen- 
eral war is threatening the world 
now or in the foreseeable future. 


Not Imminent 


It indicated that the president 


does not think war is imminent or 
that it is even over the horizon. 
And if this be true, then the news 
should relieve the anxieties of mil- 
lions of Americans. 


It's difficult not to be filled with 


anxieties right now. Each year 
about this time, the talk of an- 
other great \var grows heavy in 
this jungle of words on the Poto- 
mac. For this is budget time. And 
most of the budget billions are 
earmarked for spending which it 
is hoped will prevent war. 


This being the case, the logical 


argument for the spending is that 
if the money is not appropriated, 


then our defenses against war will 
be weakened, therefore war will 
be more likely. Such arguments, 
no matter how logical, tend to 
create an uneasy fear throughout 
the land. 


Takes Careful Reading 


It takes careful reading of the 


newa to get a balanced picture of 
the struggle being waged for se- 
curity. It requires careful sifting 
of the news and faith in the ulti- 
mate right of our rambling demo- 
cratic processes not to become 
discouraged. 


Good news doesn't mean there 


can be any relaxing in the fight 
for a peaceful world. But for the 
time being, it is reassuring for 
the president of the United States 
to be saying: "I rather think we 
are going to have a peaceful world 
over the next century."

The compound spokesman 
had warned the UN camp author!- 
ies he "could not guarantee the 
safety" of any unwanted persons 
vho entered the compound.
